The Passing Show

“When Poverty comes in at the door, Love 
flies out of the window.” The old proverb has 
political applications. A yeer ago a Liberal 
government was acclaimed in British Columbia, 
and more recently one in Saskatchewan. The 
B.C. one was elected on a program caliing for 
“work and wages.” The Sas- 
katchewan one merely called 
for more generous and equit- 
able relief distribution. Both 
of them failed to count on 
Premier Bennett who con- 
trols federal relief appro- 
priations as well as tariff 
tolls, trade treaties and the 
monetary policy applicable 
to their provinces. 

The “work and wages” 
program has had to be laid 
over till a happier day. Both provinces have 
had their federal relief grants cut down. 
Municipal grants, in consequence have been cut 
down in B.C. With no money to increase them 
the B.C. premier has declined to receive a dele- 
gation of municipal heads. They in turn have 
declared a sort of strike—they threaten to refuse 
to handle relief altogether. 

Out of the conflict of personalities and 
policies only one gentleman emerges with a 
smile on his face—but these things are apt to 
be dangerous. There's a great amount of dry 
timber lying around. A match applied to it out 
in the Fraser Valley might start a fire that 
would run across the prairies. Wise children 
don’t play with matches unless they make sure 
that the house is well insured.

A few months ago, the west was keen to 
see if Premier Pattullo would head a western 
movement for secession or some sort of a new 
deal. He was assured of the support of his own 
province if he would place himself at the head 
of such a movement. Rightly or wrongly, in 
good times as well as in bad, residents of the 
coast cities have freely expressed the belief that 
B.C. made a mistake when it surrendered its 
fiscal freedom to enter Confederation. Their 
progress has been sacrificed, they believe, in the 
interest of the long cross-Canada railway haul 
and the welfare of eastern manufacturers. 

Though B.C. donated that expensive section 
of the road hewn through the rocky Fraser 
Canyon ffom Vancouver to Kamloops, and in 
addition gave a land grant of 20 miles on each 
side of the railroad as it winds its way across 
the province, they must pay more for railway 
freight and passenger service per mile out there 
than any other province. Farmers and poultry- 
men in the coast province, wishful to buy mill 
feed and feed wheat from Alberta, must pay 
4112 cents and 30 cents per hundred pounds 
respectively for the 640 mile haul to the sea- 
board. The eastern farmer gets them carried 
997 miles for only 25 cents per hundred. 


As a suitable site for a manufacturing prov- 
ince, British Columbia has it all over Ontario. 
It has greater range and variety of raw mate- 
rials. It has cheap waterpower. It has all-the- 
year-round open ports, facing across the Pacific 
great untapped markets. But it is denied its full 
advantage of these by trade and tariff policies, 
railway rates and monetary control, in the 
interest of the east. Even the fish that swim in 
the waters of the Pacific can only be caught 
subject to regulations drawn up by gentlemen 
in swivel chairs in an inland town in Ontario— 
farther away in distance from the Pacific coast 
than England is from Ottawa. 

Last week I talked with the representative 
of a group of important British ironmasters who 
years ago were desirous of launching a great 
iron and steel industry in the Pacific province. 
They had iron ore properties, options on coking 
coal mines and fluxes. They even had a 24,000 
acre site for their smelters and model town, 
with a man selected to look after town-plan- 
ning and welfare work. It meant a potential 
fight with the U.S. Steel trust for the market 
on both sides of the Pacific coast. Naturally 
they wanted some assurance of protection in 
the event that the byilding of the plant on 
Canadian soil meant a rate war with U.S. 
steel interests. They made no progress either 
at Ottawa or even at Victoria. Unseen influ- 
ences were at work to defeat the project. At 
present every pound of steel used on the Pacific 
coast is brought from eastern Canada or from 
Pittsburgh on the Pittsburgh plus freight basis 
—with small spipments from Belgium coming 
in over the tariff wall. 

The British ironmastere still have their 
properties preserved for them by a holding 
company but how long it will be before they 
are enabled to operate in western Canada, no- 
body knows. The plant at Irondale, Wash., 
which made the plates for the U.S. cruiser 
Washington and the U.S. battleship Oregon frorn 
B.C, ores, was long ago bought up and junked 
by the U.S. Steel Corporation 


University of Alberta authorities are con- 
cerned over a charge by local clergy that some 
unnamed members of the faculty by methods 
not made public undermined the religious be- 
liefs which some of the students held at the 
time they entered university, Although the 
incident seems wrapped in vagueness, one can 
understand the concern that clergy must feel! 
should the imbibing of knowledge at the breasts 
of their alma mater affect the menta] outlook 
cf students in a realm where expert opinion 
disavows reason and holds we must accept 
dogma with unreasoning faith. 

But if we mustn't use reason in searching 
for the next life, it seerns all the more important 
that we use every means at hand to make a 
good thing of this one. Alberta, depending 
largely on the marketiffg abroad of its wheat 
for its materia] prosperity, is linked in sacrifice 
with the coast province. It has to sell its 
product in markets where no preferences can 
be negotiated lest they interfere with the trade 
preserve of the eastern manufacturer, and the 
long train haul. m 

The madcaps who threw the tea into Boston

The Pumpkins of 


Hallowe’en 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Hallowe'en was originally a day set apart 
by the Church for the Vigil of the Feast of All 
Saints, and the original meaning was “Hallowed 
Evening.” Gradually, various superstitions 
were added and the evening came to be cele- 
brated with tales of mysterious ghosts and 
witches, possibly a survival 
of the ancient Druidic rites 
when fires were lit to keep 
away the ghosts called forth 
to haunt the earth on that 
night by Shamen, Lord of 


Death. 
The custom of using 
lighted lanterns on  Hal- 


lowe’en is said to have orig- 
inated from a tale started in 
Ireland which relates that a 
miser named Jack was re- 
fused entrance te either Heaven or Hades and 
condemned to wander, looking for a last rest- 
ing place with a lighted lantern. To imitate 
him, the children first scooped out turnips and 
set lighted candles within them, calling them

“Jack-O-Lanterns.” Later, pumpkins were 
used. 
The demand for pumpkins around Hal- 


lowe’en and Thanksgiving has so increased the 
price that they are now a widely grown crop. 
The pumpkin is one of the many foods first 
discovered in America and taken to Europe 
when the early adventurers returned with 
samples of the unusual foods grown by the 
Indians. 

Pumpkins vary in size from one to two 
pounds up to two hundred pounds. The fruity 
part next to the rind is eaten in many ways, 
from the pumpkin soups of France and Italy 
to the pumpkin pie of America. The seeds have 
long been used as a remedy for tapeworm. 

Pumpkins, although a fall crop, may be kept 
until spring if stored in a cool dry place arfd 
protected from frost 

Quite an industry has recently developed 
for the purpose of drying and grinding pump- 
kins into pumpkin flour for the use of bakeries 
in preparing pumpkin pie. The pies prepared 
from the flour are equally as well flavored as 
those prepared from the fresh pumpkin, and 
have the added advantage that we may now 
enjoy pumpkin pies the year round. The dried 
pumpkin is equally as nutritious as the fresh, 
which is rich in sodium and phosphorus. Here 
are a few suggestions for pumpkin recipes: 

PUMPKIN AND SPAGHETTI SOUP—Use 
two cups of chopped pumpkin pulp, a quarter 
of a pound of spaghetti, and six cups of water. 
Cover these ingredients, and boil slowly until 
the spaghetti is cooked, then add one cup of hot 
milk and boil for one minute. Add one tea- 
spoonful of chopped parsley, two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, and seasoning to taste. (This is a 
starchy soup and should not be used with acid 
fruits or at a protein meal.) 

PUMPKIN AND POTATOES—-Two turnips 
(optional), three cups of chopped pumpkin 
pulp, four medium sized potatoes peeled. Boil 
these ingredients in salted water until soft. 
Drain and mash. Add one-fourth of a cup of 
condensed milk or cream, one tablespoonful of 
butter, mix and serve. The juice that is poured 
off may be used as the base of a soup. 

BAKED PUMPKIN, APPLES, RAISINS— 
Cut off the stem end of a small pumpkin, scoop 
out seeds, and fill pumpkin shel with chopped 


apples, raisins and minced walnut meats. Mix 
ingredients with ground Melba toast, moisten 


with small amount of milk, and place in bak- 
ing pan. Bake in moderate oven for fifty 
minutes. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. Paul W. writes: “My hus- 
band has just had a seige of boils on the back 
of his neck. I maintain that they are caused 
from his blood, but he argues that they are 
infections in the roots of his hair and have 
nothing to do with the blood. Will you tell us, 
please?” ’ 

ANSWER—You are both right. The boils 
start from an infection which often enters at 
the root of a hair. Only a small pimple would 
result if one’s blood were in a clean condition, 
but, where the blood stream is sluggish with 
morbid material, a boil may develop and, 
through more infection, spreads so that there 
will be a whole crop of boils from the first 
infection. To stop them from forming, the blood 
must first be made pure—the soil in which the 
germs grow must be removed through a cleans- 
ing diet and the stimulation of all of the elim- 
inative functions.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (October 31) in 
1869 came the first tndications that 
half-breeds of the Red River 
country had determined to resist 
taking over of that country by 
the Dominion of Canada. Wil- 
liam McDougall, who had been 
first man in the first House of 
Commons in 1867 to propose that 
Canada should buy out the Hud- 
son's Bay Company and annex 
the Red River country and all 
the H.B.C. territory, was appoint- 
ed governor of the North West 
Territories and despatched to 
Manitoba, via Chi-ago, but when 
he got to the international boun- 
‘ dary and essayed to cross at Pem- 
bina he was stopped by a barri- 
cade erected by half-breeds arm- 
ed with rifles, who paid no at- 
tention to the order of the com- 
mander of the military force ac- 
companying McDougall to “re- 
move that blasted fence.” 

The Metis had been worked up 
to hostility by stories that Can- 
ada would rob them of their 
lands, by the stupidity of survey- 
ors, who, instead of following the 
old custom of the district which 
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By FRED WILLIAMS 


gave each man a river frontage 
as is the custom in Quebec, di- 
vided up the country into lots of 
160 acres and ran their lines 
across well established boundar- 
ies, by Louis Riel, who took ad- 
vantage of the illness of Gover- 
nor McTavish (H.B.C.) and of the 
absence in Rome of Bishop Tache. 

They were ready for rebellion, 
and McDougall’s course made the 
situation worse. Instead of try- 
ing conciliation, he made threats. 
He issued a proclamation as gov- 
ernor, only to find out that he 
had not been gazetted, that he 
was mérely a nominee, and that 
Ottawa had decided not to take 
over the country until the trou- 
ble had ended. So McDougall re- 
tired to St. Paul, and, as has been 
said by Prof. W. L. Grant, “all 
Canada laughed at the poor gov- 
ernor of a territory which did 
not belong to him, helpless in e 
foreign city.”

WHAT OF THE POULTRYMAN? 

Editor Bulletin: Upon reading 
the paper of October 29, I see that 
all poultry men must have their 
objections registered before the 
15th of November, if they are not 
in favor of the new poultry mar- 
keting act 

If the act goes into effect every 
one who has 25 hens or over will 
be compelled to join the scheme 
~~fine. 

Now then just what is the gov- 
ernment going to give the rca! 
poultry producers? I am refer- 
ring to the man who is raising 
poultry from day old to matur- 
ity. The hens are kept clean an¢ 


free from disease. They are never 
allowed to pick their food from 
the manure pile or pig pen like 
98° of farm flocks. 

Whg will this class of pro- 
ducer receive? Again. Will the 
government set a flat rate on our 
eggs and will they allow us to 
pay so much for our feed? Will 
they force the feed houses on 
their price? 1 think not 

Feed for this year ran at the 
following prices: Wheat $1.45 
ewt., barley chop $1.45 cwt., shorts 
$1.35 ewt., meat scrap $2.00 ewt., 
cod liver oil $1.60 per gallon, 
alfalfa meal $1.60 42 cwt., sulphur, 
salt, and so forth. 

Can you feed hens and make a 
living when paying the above 
prices and have to compete with 
the cheap produce from hens that 
have to gather their eats where 
they can?. 

It looks to me like this. There 
are a few big poultry men or 
rather grain growing farmers 
who have taken up chickens as a 
side line, since cheap wheat came 
in, and they are going to try to 
put their produce along side the 
man who has built his own mar- 
ket on high quality products. 

If our produce is going to be 
handled by the same companies 
as are operating today, as I[ 
understand these will be agents; 
what advantage is it to us? None. 
But how will the above concerns 
do with 100% business? 

It looks like we are going to 
create a lot of new jobs for a set 
of so called poultry experts, who 
have garnered tneir learning at 
some university or farm school, 
not from practical experience. 

The situation seems to be: 

1, Poultrymen must be regis- 
tered after November 15. 

2. If there is no catch some 
place, why be forced before we 
know what it is all about? Why 
not give out all details concern- 


ing the marketing of our pro- 
duce? 
3. We already have a_ pool, 


which is a failure or nearly so. 

4. Why pick on the poultry. Is 
it because it is considered just a 
side line of the farmers and will 
be used for an experiment. If it is 
successful will it bring every 
thing under the marketing act. 
Is that the idea’

MARKETING SCHEMES 
OPPOSED 


Opposition to the two farm 
marketing schemes now before 
the public has been promptly 
and strongly expressed. The pro- 
ducers are evidently not unan- 
imous. Poultry growers of the 
Winnipeg district, along with 
some from country points, have 
formed an association to resist 
the egg and poultry scheme. Mr. 
McPhail, president of Manitoba 
Co-operative Livestock, Limited, 
says the livestock producers of 
this province will not accept the 
scheme affecting their branch of 
farming. 

Each of the two schemes would 
create a monopoly under pool 
auspices and deprive eyery grow- 
er of his freedom to sell. Many 
farmers are evidently not dis- 
posed to eccept regimentation 


The strength of the opposition to 
the schemes is a clear indication 
to the governments concerned 
that they must move cautiously, 
The British Columbia fruit mar- 
keting schemes were made effec- 
tive without a pool because it 
was said, on what seemed fairly 
good evidence, that the growers 
were nearly if not quite unan- 
imous. It has been made clear 
that the poultry and livestock 
schemes are objectionable to a 
large number of producers, 
Neither of these schemes should 
come into force before a com- 
plete poll of producers has been 
taken.—Winnipeg Free Press
